I believe that my readers will be interested 
in knowing about some of the actual uses of the 


ultra violet ray as it is employed in the treatment 
of definite disorders. 
certain types of rays given out by the sun, but 
they have the advantage of being available at 
a convenient time. The ultra violet rays as pro- 
duced by a modern generator or “Lamp” have an 
added advantage in that they are concentrated— 
for example, it is possible to do as much good 
within 3 or 4 minutes by taking the treatment in 
the office as would be done by staying in direct 
sunlight for an hour. 


It has been found that ultra viole rays have a 
definite action upon the skin and inasmuch as 
they are of value in clearing up certain types of 
skin disorders by producing a smooth, clear, 
fresh skin, they are extensively used in the treat- 
ment of such conditions as acne, eczema, and 
ringworm. 


In acne, the generator is helpful in correcting 
the unnatural activity of the oil glands of the 
skin. The treatment in this case should be of such 
strength as to produce an erythema or redness. 
Eczema 1s also treated with excellent results in 
the same manner. 

Those skin disorders marked by the presence 
of fungi, such as barber's itch, ringworm and 
Athlete's Foot, also often disappear when these 
rays are used. I have seen many cases in which 
the skin cleared up and became perfectly smooth 
after only a few treatments, especially in ring- 
worm of the face or arm. The patient vith 
Athlete’s Foot, which is really a form of ring- 
worm affecting the toes, will usually find that 
treating the cracks around the toes long enough 
to produce a definite peeling of the skin will 
cause improvement to occur. 

Such disorders as colds, hay fever, sinus 
trouble, and discharge from the ears are some- 
times cleared up more rapidly if daily local 
treatments are given with this ray. Or, instead 
of the treatment being used every day, it may 
be used every other day, making a total of three 
per week. In certain cases, local treatment given 
to the tonsils with the ultra violet ray will also 
be helpful. 

Those with secondary anemia should receive 
ultra violet ray exposure over the entire body, 
in addition to other treatment. It will be found 
that such exposure, if carefully regulated will 
serve to induce an increase in the number of red 
blood corpuscles found circulating in the blood. 
This increase is only temporary but the patient 
usually reports an improved sense of well-being 
while it lasts. 

Children with rickets are often helped by 
treatments given with these generators which 
will assist the body in better metabolizing cal- 
cium and other bone-building minerals. The use 
of the generator during the winter months is 
helpful in preventing rickets in young 
children
